WHAT THE RUSSIANS AND JAPANESE 
2 HAVE BEEN DOING THE PAST WEEK. 


VIFSSOSSSSVSTIVESS= 30 


Chefoo, March 17.—While en- 
tering Port Arthur yesterday . the 


1th, the Russian torpedo boat’ 


Skorria siruck on an unnoticed 
wine and was blown up. Fonr of 
the crew were . saved, + Viceroy 
Alexieff wires a report confirming 
the associated press account of 
damage done to Port Arthur dur- 
ing the bombardment of the 10th, 
and says the story of the fire there | 
is a base fabrication. 


Shanghai, March 17.—A_ cruiser 
lying at anchor at Port Arthur, a 
cables length from th Retvizan, 
probably the Diana was struck on 
the water line during the last bom- 
bardment and set on fire. It is 
declared that 80 persons on boar! 
have perished. The supply of focd 
in Port Arthur is, still sufficient 
for the needs of the, garrison, but 
is entirely under the contest of the 
military authorities who issue 
daily ratious. Recent arrivals in- 
sist when they left, the Russian 
fleet had sailed with a view of 
making a dash for Viadivostck. 
It is possible, however, that the 
vessels has merely gone on anoih- 
er scouting expedition. There re- 
mained in the harbor besides the 
disabled war ships only the volun- 
teer fleet steamer Kosan, four 
smaller Russian merchantmen, one 
whaler, and Ruasian postal ship 
Mongalu, which had been struck 
by shells killing half a dozen men.
